One of the greatest mistakes that 
dairymen make is that of disposing 
of breeding bulls while they are young

Paris, IIL, April 28.—The rases of 
Mrs. Hattie O’Neil and H. Clay Moss, 
a prominent democratic 
politician, 
charged with vote buying in the re­ 
cent city election, were called for a 
preliminary hearing yesterday in the 
court of Justice Robert Hunter. 
Moss waived examination and was 
held under bond to the June session 
of the grand jury. 
Mrs. O’Neil w*as discharged, on mo­ 
tion cf attorneys for the defense, af­ 
ter the prosecution had submitted its 
evidence, which in the judgement of 
the court failed to connect her with 
the alleged vote buying. 
The state based its case on a re­ 
ceipt signed by Mrs. Bertha Franklin, 
setting forth that she 
had received 
$6 from Mrs. O’Neil in payment for 
the votes of herself and Mrs. Lola 
Dover. 
The 
woman’s 
evidence on the 
stand showed that 
the 
money had 
been given to her by H. R. O'Hair, a 
former saloonkeeper, 
and 
Charles 
I huck, a former policeman, who rep­ 
resented that it came from Mrs. O'­ 
Neil and offered the receipt for her 
signature. 
O’Hair testified that Mrs. Franklin 
told him that Mrs. O’Neil had agreed 
to pay $2 for her vote. 
Mrs. Franklin testified that she did 
not know what was in the paper she 
signed, and that 
Mrs. 
O’Neil, who 
took her to the polls in an automo­ 
bile, had neither given nor promised 
her any money. 


FEEDING PUMPKINS TO STOCK 


Worth Approximately Two-Thlrde as 
Much as Ensilage for Cows or 
Sheep— Sows Like Them. 


“Pumpkins are worth approximately 
tw'o-thirds as much as ensilage for 
cows or sheep. Brood sow's will make 
good use of them,” writes H. P. Mil­ 
ler in Ohio Farmer. 
In the ration of fattening hogs they 
should occupy about the same place 
as grass. 
Perhaps $2 per ton would 
be a fair money value to place upon 
field pumpkins for feeding cattle, 
sheep or hogs. 
It will be noted that they contain 
so much w?ater that no animal should 
be confined to pumpkins alone.

FOUNDATION FOB GOOD ROAD 


First 
Thing 
Road 
Builder 
Should 
. Strive For Is to Have Ground­ 
work Good and Solid. 


(By E. Vt. HOUSE. Colorado Agricultural 
College.) 
The good roads movement in Colo­ 
rado seems now' to have acquired full 
swing and the next ten years will see 
most of our important roads surfaced 
with gravel. It is important that this 
gravel be placed upon a good founda­ 
tion or it will be mixed with tho clay 
and lost. 
Some time ago an important road 
was being surfaced and those in 
charge were plowing up the old road, 
which was very hard, the lumps were 
being broken as much as possible, 
then the road was given a light roll­ 
ing, wet thoroughly and the gravel 
then spread and rolled. When asked 
why they w*ere putting the gravel on 
the soft mud foundation, the reply 
came. “So that it will knit w'ell with 
the clay.” This is exactly what should 
be guarded against as much as possi­ 
ble and is the very thing road builders 
should seek to avoid. 
Let us remember that gravel will 
knit or mix with the clay below in 
spite of all we can do, but the harder 
the clay^ foundation surface is and the 
firmer It is compacted, the longer will 
the gravel stay on top and give a 
smooth wearing surface and the long­ 
er the road will last. 
All authorities are agreed on this 
point, and the first thing that a road 
builder should strive for is to have his 
earth foundation solid and hard and 
the drainage so fixed that it will re­ 
main so.

For the present ample provision 
has been made for immediate needs 
by the issuance of three and one-half 
billions. 
“In case a longer duration of the 
war has to be reckoned with, and if j 
the costs are estimated at twelve mil­ 
lion crowns, the country would h a v e I 
to raise additional taxes of about 700 
million. 
“The Austro-Hungarian debt at the 
end of 1913 amounted to 18 billion 
crowns, of which ten billion comprise ' 
railroad investments, so 
that 
more 
than half of the national debt con-1 
sists of productive expenditures. The 
budget receipts of the two countries* 
since 1900 increased three billions.

CENSUS OF STOCK 


WAR HAS MADE NO IMPRESSION 
ON THE MEAT SUPPLY 
OF GERMANY. 


FIGURES JUST BEEN GIVEN THE PUBLIC 


In Fact, the Census of December, 1914, 
Showed a Gain of 823,000 Cattle 
Over the Same Month of 
the Year 1913. 


Berlin, April 28.—The German gov­ 
ernment found time, notwithstanding 
the war, to take the usual census of 
live stock about th beginning of last 
December. 
The most striking feature of the 
census figures, which have just been 
published, is a gain of 823,000 in the 
number of cattle over the census of 
December, 1913. 
By far the larger part of this gain 
—namely, 655,000 head—was made in 
young animals between three months 
and two years old. This was due un­ 
doubtedly to the prohibition at the 
outbreak of the war of the slaughter 
of calves, in order to better conserve 
the meat supply. 
In calves less than 
three months old the gain was 165,000 
head. 
The net results of the census of 
cattle was that the aggregate increas­ 
ed from 20,994,344 to 21,817,769 head. 
There was a small decrease in the 


I number of hogs, the total falling by 
319,500 to 25,339,627 head. 
The de­ 
crease was wholly in pigs less than 
six months old, the number of which 
was reduced by 611,000 head during 
the year. 
Even sheep sh wo.I r? r nailer reduc­ 
tion than usual. Last December there 
were 5,448,500 head, which compared 
with 5,520,800 at the end of 1913, and 
5,803,400 at the end of 1912. 
From these statistics it is evident 
that the war has made no impression 
upon Germany’s meat supply tip to 
the first wee kin December.
